(SBU)  Rachmianto  noted  that  Indonesia  has  yet  to  name  a 
Sherpa  or  Sous-Sherpa  since  it  not  yet  received  a formal 
invitation  to  the  summit.  The  GOI  understands  that  it  is  an 
invitee,  but  for  internal  reasons  cannot  fully  engage  until 
it  has  received  a formal  invitation.  Mission  requests  that 
Department  forward  the  GOI ' s formal  invitation  as  soon  as 
possible . 
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
